No.6. Income Tax and Social Services Contribution Payable on Incomes Derived by Individuals, 1963-64 to 1965-66 


The Commonwealth Government is the sole authority in Australia levying taxation on incomes. In 1963-64 and 1964-65, tax was imposed asa single levy called Income Tax and Social Services 
Contribution — in 1965-66, Income Tax only. 


This table gives examples of the amount of tax payable on incomes derived by individuals in recent years. The ‘Actual Incomes” are amounts of income before any deductions of a concessional nature 
have been made. In calculating the tax payable, no allowance has been made for concessional deductions other than for the dependants indicated in the headings.
